zations it was impossible to prevent in- 
dividuals from carrying arms to pro- 
tect themselves against outlawry. Laws 
against tho carrying of firearms could 
not be enforced until the necessity for 
carry ins them ceased to exist.

they are sure of peace and

Moreover, how can any limitation of 
armaments be Rctuntly enforced?
